WANT CLEARER DEFINITION 


Cable Company Disputes Right 


of President to Regulate 


Cable Landings.

Washington — Legislation 
likely 


to prove ot great economic and politi- 
cal importance is in prospect as a 
consequence of the hearings before 
the senate committee on the cable sit- 
uation. 


This legislation would bo confined to 


regulation of cables entering the Unit- 
ed States, but may have an effect on 
international, political and business re- 
lations. 


The hearings grew out of the con- 


troversy between the Western Union 
and the government over the Western 
Union's application for a permit to 
land a cable at Miami Beach, Florida, 
connecting with a British cable to 
Brazil at Barbadoes. 


The Western 
Union disputes the 


president's 
power to control cable 


landings under license or psrmits and 
claims a nght to land under a law 
passed in 1S66. 


The government insists on its right 


to lay down conditions precedent to 
the landing of 
the cable. 
Senator 


Kellogg, chairman of the committee, 
indicated legislation would be formu- 
lated along these lines. 


1—Definition and clear statement of 


the government's power to require 
cable companies to obtain permits and 
to impose conditions before granting 
euch permits, 


2r—Authorization 
of some govern- 


mental agency, either the president, 
the state department or the interstate 
commerce commission, to fix condi- 
tions and to alter them to fit par- 
ticular cases and to revise them in 
view of changing conditions. 


S—Authorization 
through amend- 


ment of existing law, of naval radio 
(Stations to transmit press and com- 
mercial messages as well as govern- 
ment business and fixing a !ow rate for 
the press. 


"The best thing." said Kellogg, 


"would bo to have an international 
agreement for uniform cable landing 
licenses and rules so that all countries 
•would accord similar treatment to for- 
eign cable companies." 


Ksllogg is of the opinion that the 


United States should refuse to let for- 
eign cables land here unless foreign 
governments give American 
cable 


companies the same chance to connect 
with land communication lines abroad 
as the foreign companies enjoy here. 
This is not done now.

last night saw a gang of auto bandits 
backing out of a building where they 
had just committed a holdup. They 
were flourishing their gruns. A worn 
an was among them. Horton drew his 
revolver and leaped to the running 
board of the car as it started. He was 
shot in the chest but is believed to 
have wounded two bandits before he 
fell to the street. He died early to- 
day. 


A man Identified as one of the ban 


dits by Horton, was found dead in a 
hallway. 


Three other bandits in broad day- 


light entered a large office building at 
Fifth avenue and 45th street, shot and 
killed Edwin W. Andrews, jeweler, and 
escaped into the throng of Christmas 
shoppers with jewelry worth at least 
J50.000. 


These crimes followed 
within 24 


hours the attempted holdup of four 
guests in the Hotel Astor.

Washington—Th«» federal reserve 


board is unalterably opposed to the 
measures pending in congress which 
in any way attempt to limit the pow- 
er of the board or federal reserve 
banks to regulate the rates of dis- 
count which those banks may charge. 


Senator Harris of Georgia has pro- 


posed that the maximum rate of in- 
terest 
which federal reserve banks 


could charge member banks should be 
five per cent. A similar proposal was 
knocked 
out of the Gronna-Norris 


resolution the other day but it has 
been revived separately by the senator 
from Georgia. 


The 
federal reserve board views 


with alarm 
the attempts of some 


rnembeis of congress to tinker with 
tho credit machinery of trie country, 
and has not hesitated therefore to ex- 
press its views so explicitly that re- 
sponsibility for damage done may be 
easily placed by the public. 


The board insists that it is essential 


to the functioning 
of any central 


banking system that the banks of dis- 
count shall have complete control over 
their rates. This control is regarded 
as the most effective means of pro- 
tecting the go'd reserves of a country 
against withdrawals for foreign ac- 
count. For instance the discount rate 
of tho Bank of England is sex-en per 
cent and if America's were fixed at 
flve per cent, foreigners would natur- 
ally seek to discount their bills here 
and gold would flow out of the United 
States. The objections to the fixing of 
any maximum or minimum rate and 
the necessity for keeping the rates 
within the discretion of the federal re- 
serve system are these: 


Deplete Reserve 


1. If a maximum rate of discount 


were fbced, the federal reserve banks 
would find it impossible to protect 
their gold reserves. 


2. The 
federal 
reserve 
system 


would in a short time cease being a 
reserve system and would become 
simply an instrument for the speed- 
ng up of expansion. 


3. A scramble for funds of the fed- 


>ral reserve banks would ensue and 
;he reserve banks would have no al- 
lernative except to lend their funds 
at rates below the market rates un- 
il their reserves had been exhausted. 
Banks would be obliged to refuse to 
make further rediscounts no matter 
low meritorious the claim and they 
would be compelled to start a waiting 
1st until old loans had been paid back 
and new funds obtained. 


Only three states—Illinois, Louisi- 
,na and Michigran—have a legal rate 
'f interest as low as flve per cent and 
n each state a higher rate is permiss- 
.ble. In thirty two states the legal 
ate is six per cent and in seven 
tates the legal rate is seven per cent 
while in six other states and in the 
District of Columbia the legal rate is 
eight per cent. Ten states allow a 
legal rate of ten per cent and ten oth- 
ers permit a contract rate of twelve 
per cent. 


Therefore it is argued by members 


of the federal reserve board that if 
the discount rate were fixed at flve 
per cent by law, there would be a 
temptation, 
indeed a stimulus, to 


member banks to use all the redis- 
count facilities of the federal reserve 
system because with the money mar- 
ket at eight per cent, there would be 
a handsome profit of three per cent 
available to member banks in redis- 
count 
transactions. 
Where 
rates 
is high as ten or twelve per cent are 
permitted by law, the profit would be 
even greater. 


Markt Rate Unchanged 


On tlie other hand, past experience 


indicates that the lowering of the dis- 
count rates to five per cent would not, 
in the judgment of the board, bring 
down the prevailing market rates as 
the latter are fixed by the laws of 
supply and demand. 


Should the discount rate be fixed at 


five per cent, it appears to he the fed- 
eral reserve board's view that the lim- 
it of credit expansion would be reach- 
ed quickly and that the twenty five

It was only by giving 
this word, he explained, that a lynefc- 
ing had been prevented last night. 


One White Killed 


But efforts of the sheriff and other 


authorities to prevent gun fighting be- 
tween whites and blacks were not so 
successful. 
Today one whits man IB 


dead, three may die and a fourth is 
suffering from a slight gun wound, 
while only one negro was killed:—the 
black who fired the first shot. 


When Ralph Mitchell, driver of » 


bread wagon, entered the grocery store 
of R. R. Wharton yesterday, he saw 
the negro robbing the cash register. 
The robber fled. 


Mitchell started after 
the black. 


After a short chase, the negro turned, 
covered Mitchell with a shotgun and 
threatened to blow his head off if he 
didn't stop. Mitchell stopped. Re- 
turning to the store, he stumbled 
across the lifeless body of Wharton. 


Search for Slayer 


Mayor Wadman was called by Mit- 


chell. The city head immediately 
called for volunteers to search for the 
murderer. 
Mitchell could remember 


but little of the appearance of the ne- 
gro cxcl.it that he had a mustache. 
Hundreds of white men and boys an* 
swered the mayor's call. 


Every negro^ with a mustache was 


forced to explain his whereabouts at 
the time of the shooting of the grocer. 


Several times the posse called at the 


home of Noble Green but each time 
his wife said he was not at home. 


In the afternoon a shotgun was 


found hidden under some boards on 
the public school grounds. It 
was 


identified as one which has been lent 
to Green. 
Immediately a posse re- 


turned to the Green home. Entrance 
was forced. Their man was found in 
bed with his clothes on. 


Green was taken to the Jail and 


members of the posse and other curi- 
ous persons crowded about the struc- 
ture. There was some talk of a lynch- 
ing but no effort was made to take 
the prisoner by force. 


Meanwhile, several negroes assemb- 


led on the courthouse lawn a short 
distance away. Some were armed. 


Not Sure of Man 


Mitchell appealed to the crowd to 


wait. He said he was not sure of his 
identification of Green and wanted to 
make sure.

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AMERICAN BUSINESS 


The latest report of the Federal Trade 


commission is a tribute to American busi- 
ness which deserves more than passing no- 
tice. The report shows^ot only that busi- 
ness honesty, business integrity and busi- 
ness ethics are on a high plane, but that 
this is the Standard of American business 
generally. 


Since its organisation five years ago the 


commission has received 1990 complaints 
of alleged nrifaJr practices and- competi- 
tion. That is less than 400 a.year, aa in- 
significant percentage in a country where 
business plays sneh a large and active 
part in life. Of these, complaints 992 
of them were dismissed, 53.7 were in pro- 
cess of examination at the time the report 
•was prepared, leaving 461 applications 
deemed worthy of formal complaint by the 
commission. 


This is truly an excellent business rec- 


ord. Here we have a commission charged 
with the duty and given the power to 
comb the country for acts of nnfair com- 
petition in business, commerce and indus- 
try, and since March 16, 1915, it has 
been able to substantiate charges of this 
character in only 461 instances, or an av- 
erage of less than 100 per year. When 
one considers this figure in the light of the 
total number of individuals and corpora- 
tions doing business in the United States, 
together with the complexity of business 
affairs and the opportunities for attempts 
at dishonesty, one is impressed with the 
conviction that whatever there was of 
-American business which had to be taught 
Las learned that while competition is the 
life of trade, unfair competition is, its 
death. Business, evidently, had ,come to 
know as much even before congress said: 
"Unfair methods of competition in com- 
merce are hereby declared unlawful." 


In other words, the Federal Trade com- 


mission reports a well ordered house of 
business throughout the country, not only 
at present but all the while the commis- 
sion has been conducting its investiga- 
tions. It is, relatively speaking, a clean 
bill of health, and one in which those en- 
gaged in business may justly take pride. 
The findings are all the more impressive 
•when we consider the propaganda that has 
been waged against some of our great cor- 
porations in an effort to discredit them 
before the American people, and they are 
equally gratifying. They prove that prac- 
tically all of the attacks upon big business 
in recent years have been unfounded. The 
corporations the term embraces have 
reached their present status because they 
represent the maximum of American effi- 
ciency, honesty, considerateness for their 
employes as well aa the public and service. 
"Whether the people realize it fully or not 
American business is coming more com- 
pletely every day to the Rotarian motto 
that "he profits most.who serves best." 


IDLE MONET 


A speaker addressing an andienco of 


business men asked them how much money 
they had in their pockets. There were 
640 'men present, and they averaged a 
little over $27.00 apiece. That may not 
seem much for a man to carry around 
with him. Most of the men did not think 
it much. But the total amount of cash in 
that room was $ 17,000. It was all idle 
money, in s, city where, at the moment, 
business was supposed to be starving for 
lack of credit. 


"This seems to me,** said the speaker, 


'•'far more pocket money than is necessary 
in a community where the mechanism of 
credit is so highly developed aa it is in 
this. Spread the gospel of getting along 
with as little money as possible. That will 
raise the level of money in the banks so 
that those who need it can get the nae of 
it." 


He was right. Almost everyone of 


those men had a checking account, and 
could have used checks for nearly all his 


expenditure in»te»d o? c*sh. Checks are 
not only aperuonal convenience, but an ad- 
mirable device for enlarging the volume «i 
cash and credit available for use iu the 
community. 


HARDING'S PRESENT COUNSELLORS 


In their effort* to steer Presideut-elcot 


Harding into a complete repudiation of the 
peace treaty and the League of Nations, 
the irreconcilables, who are now giving 
him advice, are proposing all sorts of 
schemes for substitute action. It is not a 
matter with them of promoting European 
peace based upon the results of the war, 
nor of promoting world peace on any prac- 
tical basis; rather it is a purpose to defeat 
the Versailles treaty and scrap the League 
of Nations. Behind this purpose is deep- 
seated enmity toward President Wilson. 


These men are not concerned with im- 


proving or perfecting the League of Na- 
tions, if that can be done. They don't 
want it no matter how good it may be 
made with additions, modifications or res- 
ervations. Proposals to "Americanize" 
the League do not interest them. Mr. 
Boot's able suggestions for conforming 
the League to the demands of conservative 
opinion in this country are brushed aside 
as of no consequence. They refuse to con- 
sider the League on any basis, no matter 
how constructive or precautionary may be 
amendments for changing it. They decline 
to admit that it has any merits. They 
place the same stemp of broadside disap- 
proval upon the treaty proper. 


Regardless of what one's opinion of the 


treaty and League may be, it is clear that 
the position of the irreconcilable^ is pre- 
judiced and inconsistent. It is an extreme* 
attitude, and that IB seldom a judicious or 
level-headed attitude. None but the most 
hopelessly indisposed mind can fail to rec- 
ognize that the League covenant contains 
much that is highly praiseworthy and val- 
uable to the civilized world. If we elim- 
inate article Ten entirely and modify the 
other controversial provisions to meet the 
most exacting demands of the self-protec- 
tionists, the residue is an effective ma- 
chinery for promoting international peace. 
The preamble itself asserts a noble pur- 
pose with which no person can disagree. 
Provision is made for arbitration, the right 
of self-determination of peoples is recog- 
nized, an international court of justice 
which Mr. Boot helped to set up is provid- 
ed for, international law is made a reality, 
the interests of labor are conserved, the 
doctrine that might makes right is de- 
nounced, the opportunities for trade and 
political friction reduced to a minimum 
and publicity of treaties required. Surely 
these are laudable ends to seek. Surely 
they represent * tremendous stride over 
what we had before the war, as well as a 
powerful obstacle opposed to a repetition 
of that iragedy. 


All this the irreconcilables would set 


aside and scrap. In its place they are 
counseling the president to call the nations 
together to organize a new undertaking 
of peace. They even go so far as to recom- 
mend that he demand a reopening of the 
peace conference and the drafting of an- 
other peace treaty. One plan for ditch- 
ing the League is to have the United 
States stand sponsor for an association of 
"peoples" who shall pledge their respec- 
tive governments for all time never to en- 
gage in offensive warfare until the ques- 
tion has been submitted to, and decided 
by, the people themselves. Granted this 
proposal which covers only a portion of the 
scope of the League, has merit, how are 
the "peoples" to be reached except 
through their governments, and if they 
can be reached in this manner why does 
not the League as now organized consti- 
tute a ready instrument for consideration 
and adoption of the plan ? Another scheme 
for shelving the treaty and League is 
evolved by Senator Knox, who wants to 
declare peace with Germany by joint res- 
olution of congress, coupled with a pledge 
by the United States to cooperate with 
European powers to prevent another great 
war in Europe. His proposed resolution 
commits the United States, "the necessit^ 
arising in the future," to "carry out the 
same complete accord and cooperation with 
our chief co-belligerents (the allies) for 
the defense of civilization." This, it 
seems to ns, comes very near to the 
ground covered in article Ten, while it 
does not cover the other purposes for 
which the League is created. 


Mr. Harding should, and doubtless will, 


scrutinize these substitute proposals most 
searchingly before committing himself to 
any program which repudiates the Ver- 
sailles treaty and the League. The weight 
of counsel in overwhelmingly against them 
from the tried statesmanship of his own 
party. So is tie. overwhelming weight 


of lay judgment. What does it matter 
who was president when peace was con- 
cluded or what hand he had in the re- 
sults f What chances aro there that he and 
the small group of irreconcilable! behind 
him can persuade the allies to abandon the 
VeFsaillcs treaty or the members of the 
League to terminate that organization for 
fresh proposals that are undefined t These 
"are questions the president-elect should 
ponder over before he goes off on ft tan- 
gent with enemies of the outgoing admin- 
istration having an ax to grind.

PETIT MIGRAINE 


In a talk about Major Migraine I described the 


other day the typical or usual aura or warning—u 
dark spot or a dark spot surrounded with sigzag 
Jlashes. at one side of the field of vision, lasting 
twenty minutes or more, before the onset of the one 
sided head pain. 
In some cases there to first noticed dimness of rls 


ion on one side, increasing until either right or left 
half of each field (each eye) Is blind, before the head 
pain begins. 


In a few cases. Instead of these visual warnings 


or aurae patients notice sudden one-sideed deafness 
or ringing In the ear. or sudden loss of taste or 
some other sudden perversion of the taste sense, 
"till others complain of a tingling In one arm follow 
id by a numbness of that arm, preceding the head 
ache: or this numbness may give way to an aching 
>f the arm instead of the head. 


In rare cases the aura takes the form of a tran 


;ient loss or great Impairment of speech, eonfuslon 
3f speech, strange mumbling efforts at speech or 
utter inability to speak. And accompanying this the 
patient may experience one-sided tingling or weak 
ness, arm or leg. 
The characteristic one-sided headache following 


these unusual warnings or aurae. with the nausea 
and vomiting after some hours of headache, and the 
complete return to normal health when the migraine 
seizure has passed serve to indicate the nature of 
the otherwise Inexplicable aurae. 


Now* there are unquestionably maliy persons who 


suffer seizures of minor migraine, migraine with a 
definite aura or warning sensation, but so light a 
leadache afterward that the significance of the at 
tacks Is misunderstood and the tell-tale headache 
s ascribed to some fanciful cause. Thus, one may 
experience sudden dizziness or 
sudden strange 


Hashes of light at one side of the field of vision, or 
sudden flickering or half-blinding sensations In one 
eye, with at subsequent headache, not severe, but 
'clt on one side of the head and perhaps some 
nausea or even vomiting—and how readily such a 
seizure is attributed to the non-existent "billioua 


sssT 
I have referred to the paleness or pallor of the- 


race In a migraine attack. The patient's hands and 
feet feel cold to the touch, or in some cases an un 
natural flushing may be noticed, perhaps limited to 
one side. 


It is realty difficult and of no Importance to dls 


tlngulsh some cases of minor migraine from the 
'onn of epilepsy known as petit tnal, in which there 
s no convulsion, mere temporary loss of conscious 
:icss or forgetfulness, perhaps lasting but a mom- 
ent and scarcely noticed by the casual observer. 


The Intervals between migraine attacks vary, but 


monthly or bi-weekly Intervals are most common. 


The peculiar visual aurae have perhaps led to 


the belief that some form of eyestmin Is a cause, o' 
migraine. As a matter of fact, the condition certain 
[y Is not caused by eyestrain and rarely is any ben 
••fit derived from any visual correction which may 
je undertaken.

The Passing Of The Duel. 


sBjr Frederic J. 


Washington, D. 0. — Duelling has 


boon dealt a heavy blow In France, we 
learn, by the refusal of Leon Daudet, 
« member of the Chamber of Deputies 
who fought eleven duel* before 
the 


war, 
to accept another challenge. Ho 


leclares that duelling Is a foolish 
practice, and tliat there is no excuse 
for It "since the war." 


It seems strange to Americans that 


in France men still formally fight to 
the death, as they do also In other 
European countries and 
in most of 


Latin-America. It has 
been more 


than half a century since a duel of 
tiny importance was fought in the 
United States, and almost a century 
since the duel here was in its heyday. 


We might claim from this that we 


ore a more civilized country 
than 


Prance, but that would be a hard 
claim to substantiate by any other 
evidence. It would also be hard to 
claim much credit 
for not duelling 


when we will have our little lynching 
parties and race riots, and in view of 
the record we have made in Halt! A 
malicious critic might say 
that we 


have given up the fair fight for the 
unfair on*. 


As a matter of fact duels have un- 


doubtedly hefd a high and recorgnized 
place in countries which were by ev- 
ery other standard 
highly civilized, 


and a study of the subject leaves on« 
not at all 8ur«s that combat between 
man and man, strictly regulated. Is a 
wholly 
barbarous 
proceeding. 
The 


duel seems to be condemned more 
ind more, not because it li essen- 
tially uncivilized, 
but because it is 


wasteful of human life and because It 
tends, especially In a democracy, to 
Regenerate into a means of legituniz 
ing murder. 


Why Duel Declined 


This seems to be the real cause Of 


ts decadence in this tJbuntry. Duel 
ling Is an aristocratic practice. In 
theory it is a combat between two 
peers, regulated by the strictest re- 
tard for fairness. But In this country 
everyone Is a peer. 
One man is as 


qood as another In theory, 
and all 


had. until a few years ago. the right 
to bear arms. Hence the duel became 
a means by which a rascal skilled with 
a gun could kill a useful man and go 
Tree. 


Long and Interesting Is the history 


of the duel in America, and It makes 
us realize keenly how much we have 
changed. A book on duelling written 
n 1868 by an Englishman 
who had 


travelled extensively in thia country 
says that "America Is the land wh-re 
ife is held cheaper than anywhere 
'Ise. There duels are off-hand diver 
sions." 
He goes on to sny that the wnlls 


ind furniture 
of Washington hotels 


were scarred by the bullets which ex- 
ited lesMatnrn and politicians had 
*ire'l at one another. 


In a word, 50 years apo we w*re 


the most cantankerous, truculent an-1 


f-assertive people 
on earth. A

ready to lay down their lives In d« 
fense of their honor, their proper!- 
nd their dignity. In those days yo 


did not even jostle a man on the 
street 
without' making 
elaborat' 


ipology or else fighting for your life 


Now we are as completely disarmed 


as medieval peasants. We are driven 
Tbout llko sheep in great herds 
We 


peacefully stand on each others toes 
n the subways, while consideration ! 
for the stranger Is a rare virtue In 
our midst. There would seem to be 
iust a mite of truth in the statement 
of an old writer on the subject that 
the duel is a sharp but salutary reme- 
"y for rude and offensive conduct" 
He also points out that there Is llttl" 
•xcuse for any nation which 
st-11 


croea to- war to pride Itself 
on the 


abolition of 
duelling. "When 
Indl-' 


vtduala and nations have learned to 
treat each other with respect" he 
things both duelling and war may be 
unnecessary, but he does not think 
that the one Is either any worse or 
any less necessary than the other. 


Loss of Personal Prowess 


Certainly no good brief can be made 


out In defense of duelling. Tet 
It 


does seem undeniable that 
when a 


man renounces all personal prowess 
and entrusts his safety and honor to 
policeman, he loses something. The 
typical good citizen of today, s»den 
tary, short-winded, physically unfit for 
dhy kind of encounter, and nervously 
unable to face disaster ts .surely not 
altogether on admirable figure. We 
hark back with pleasure to tales of 
men who wielded a 
wicked sword, 


shot straight and faced death calmly. 


This Is not argument 
In favor of 


fighting, but It does seem to indicate 
that, civilization has robbed the Indi- 
vidual of something- valuable. This 
was what William James had in mind 
when he said that war might be 
abolished If we could substitute some 
thing else strenuous and dangerous 
for it. He suggested that our young 
men b« enlisted In armies to go out 
and conquer the wilderness—to re 
f-lahn deserts, explore rivers and for- 
ests. That might be a substitute for 
duelling, too. 


The trouble seems to be that the 


heroic impulse—the wfll to dare and 
suffer—is decadent among us. W« are 
too comfortable to flsrht each other or 
the wilderness. The man who craves 
Battle and adventure Is as much out 
of place among us as a lion In a barn 
yard.

ways divided In this country, even In 
colonial times. There was a feeling 
that men had a right to settle thel--
